SCENE OUTSIDE A HOUSE. 


Hugh Vallance, the Brighton and Hove 
Albion footballer and former Queen's Park 
Rangers player, was charged at Hove Police 
Court yesterday with damaging the door of 
a house at Westbourne street, Hove, just 
aller Sunday midnight. and also with 
causing a breach of the peace by using 
threatening language and conduct. Vallance 
pleaded guilty to both charges, and the Chief 
Constable staved that he had been drinking, 
although he was noi drunk.

and went into a neighbour's house. Assist- 
ance was secured, and Vallance was taken to 
hospital, where his badly-cut hands were 
dressed. 

Vallance, addressing the magistrates 
yesterday, apologised for his conduct and 
offered to pay for the damage.

BUSINESS-LIKE METHODS

DEATH OF GENERAL 
 WEYLER. 


SPANISH SOLDIER AND 
POLITICAN.

MADRID, Monday. 

Spain today lost one of her oldest national 
figures in the death of General Valeriano 
Weyler Y. Nicolau, Marquis of Teneriffe. 
General Weyler died of old age, at his 
residence here, at 5.20 p.m. 

Born at Mallorca on September 17th, 1838, 
General Weyler became an infantry cadet at 
the age of fifteen. He was appointed a sub- 
lieutenant at 18, and saw his first fighting 
in Santo Domingo at the age of 22, where 
he earned the title of “Hero of Jaina.” He 
served aftetwards in the first Cuban war. 
At thirty-three he had risen to the rank of 
Brigadier-General, and he took part in the 
Carlist war Next he became in. succession 
Captain-General of the Canary Islands, and 
of the Phillipine Islands. Returning home, 
he took an active part in suppressing the dis- 
orders in the Basque Country and Catalonia. 


Iu CUBA. 

An outstanding point im his career was 
when he went to Cuba in 1896, with instruc- 
tions to end the War of Independence, This 
he attempted to do in a bloody campaign. 
the plan of which was to concentrate the 
peaceful citizens at certain points, and thep 
proceed tu wipe out rsons and property 
outside these zones. The change of Govern- 
ment in Spain at the end of the vear 1897 
led to his recall. He left behind him a 
hatred of Spain, which made unfruitful later 
attempts at conciliation, when the. United 
States intervened in 1898 


AS POLITICIAN. 

On returning home he took up politics 
and became a Senator. He always retained 
a great influence with the Army, of which 
he was appointed Captain-General by Senor 
Sigismond Moret. the famous Minister of the 
Interior and President of the National 
Assembly. He held this position until his 
death. 

General Weyler was a convinced Democrat, 
and was an enemy of the Dictatorship. He 
was one of the conspirators in the “ Mid- 
summer Night Plot’ of June, 1926, which 
was discovered by the Dictator, General 
Primo de Rivera, in time to foil the plans. 
For his part in the plot (:eneral Weyler was 
fined 200,000 pesetas (approximately £8,000). 
General Weyler was extremely short of 
stature—just over five fect high—but was 
distinguished for his energy. Two of his 
aversions were bull fights and music. 


HIS LAST WISHES. 

The news of General Weyler's death spread 
rapidly, and within half an our the Prince 
of the Asturias and many well-known people, 
including members of the Government, had 
called at the house to sign the visitors’ book. 
It was one of the General’s last wishes that 
there should be no mourning and no flowers. 
and that the funeral should be simple and 
quiet. 

Sinee his retarn to Madrid, about a month 
ago, General Weyler had been quite con- 
scious, and had chatted, at first from his 
armchair, and afterwards from his bed, with 
close friends. Yesterday evening, however, 
his condition became rapidly worse. He lost 
consciousness at seven o'clock this morning, 


fully, in the presence of his sons and his 
ade-de-camp. 

In letters which he left behind, General 
Weyler said that he wanted to be known 
only as Captain-General, and that no men 
tion should be made of his title as a member 
of the nobility.

SECRETARY’S ADDRESS AT 
SCOTTISH CONGRESS. 


The Scottish National Savings Congress was 
opened on Friday last at the Town Hall, Ayr, 
where over €00 delegates from the Savings 
Committees and Associations from all parts 
of Scotland attended. 

The chair was occupied by Sir Alex Wright, 
K.B.E., L.L.D., general manager and director 
of the Royal Bank of Scotland. Among those 
on the platform were the Solicifor-General for 
Scotland (Mr. I°C. Watson, K.C.); the King s 
Remembrancer (Mr. W. Inglis, K.C.), the 
Vrovost, magistrates and councillors of Ayr; 
Dr. Peddin, Glasgow University; Colonel 
Moore, M.0., and representatives of the 
Department of Education, the Trustee Savings 
Banks’ Associations, the Educational Institute 
of Scotland, and many other bodies, 

The Irish Free State savings movement was 
represented by Mr. H. A. Mullett, Barrister- 
at-Law, secretary of the Central Savings 
Committee. The delegates were welcomed by 
the Provost, on behali of the borough, and a 
civic reception held in the evening was 
attended by over 1,000 guests. 

Interesting papers were read by the 
Solicitor-General .and the King’s RKemem- 
brancer, followed by discussions on the 
problems facing the movement, 

The Chairman (Sir Alex. Wright); at the 
second session of the Congress, said they 
were honoured by the presence of a repre- 
sentative of the Írish' Free State, Mr. H. A. 
Mullett, .barrister-at-law, and he welcomed 
him on behalf of the Congress. They were 
genuinely glad to know’ that the Irish savings 
movement, notwithstanding its initial difh- 
culties, was making remarkable progress, 
especially in the past couple of years, and he 
invited Mr. Mullett to tell them something 
of the work that had been done. 


PROGRESS IN FREE STATE. 

Mr. Mallett, who was received with 
applause, addressed the Congress, and gave a 
bref account of the progress that had been 
made in the promotion of thrift in the Free 
State. He said that over nine million Savings 
Certificates had been sold, with a cash value 
of £7,000,000. There were 2,400 savings 
associations, most of which were conducted in 
the schools by members of the lish National 
Teachers’ Organisation, to which body he 
paid a glowing tribute. They had sixty-four 
committees at work in the country. He 
referred to the general progress made by the 
Free State in recent yeais, the big constructive 
undertakings that had been carried out with 
success—notably. the Shannon scheme—the 
successiul floating of National Loans, and to 
the fact that the adverse trade balance had 
been reduved by over eight millions in the 
past few years. (Applause.)

Apparently 
the murderers were disturbed hefore being 
able to snatch up a sum of nearly £100 in 
notes which lay on a table.

WIFECOMPELLED TO 
GIVE EVIDENCE. 


JUDGE’S DECISION IN 
APPEAL CASE. 


An appeal was heard by the Court of 
Criminal Appeal, London, yesterday, with the 
sole object of securing a decision on the 
question whether or: nota wife, being &A 
competent witness at common law, was. cf 
necessity a compellable witness. 

Henry Lapworth, who was bound over at 
the Warwick Assizes on a charge of causing 
grievous bodily harm to his wife, appealed 
before Justice Avory, Swift and Acton 
against his conviction at the Assizes last 
July. He was indicted with the attempted 
murder of his wife and with the lesser charge, 
upon which } > was bound over. 


THE WIFE’S ATTITUDE. 

Mr, Douglas Jenkins, who toast for 
Lapworth; said that at the Assizes Mr. 
Justice Rowlatt warned Mrs. Lapworth that 
she need not give evidence unless she wished. 
She said that she would rather not, and an 
argument ensued... In the result, Mr. Justice 
Rowlatt directed Mrs. Lapworth to give 
evidence. i 

Mr. Jenkins cited legal authorities in 
support of his contention that a husband or 
wife was not a compellable witness against a 
spouse. 

Mr. Justice Acton observed that Lord 
Halsbury and Lord Atkinson had said in one 
case that it was a fundamental principle of 
common Jaw that a wife was not a com- 
pellable witness. 

Mr. Justice Swift said that he could not 
see how the State could allow a woman to be 
called, and then say that her story, which 
was the only relevant matter, need not be 
told if she did not want to tell it. [t was a 
crime against the State that was being con- 
sidered, not a quarrel between husband and 
wife. 

For the Crown, Mr. Anthony Hawke sub- 
mitted that in an action involving personal 
violence upon herself, a wife was a competent 
and compellable witness just like any other 
witness called. He had been unable to find 
any case in which that point had been ques- 
tioned. 

COMPETENT AND COMPELLABLE. 

Mr. Justice Avory, giving judgment, said 
that in his mind there was no question that 
at common law a wife was a competent wit- 
ness against her husband, and he thought 
it followed that she was conipellable at com- 
mon law. He doubted if the point had ever 
been raised before in such a direct form, so 
as to get a decision upon it. In such cases 
it had been the practice to ard it as a 
duty of the tribunal concerned to ascertain 
the facts, and, if necessary, to compel the 
wife to give evidence. He thought the judge 
at the trial was right in telling Mrs. Lap- 
worth that she was bound to give evidence, 
and there was no misdirection by him in law. 

The appeal was dismissed,

SON-IN-LAW FOUND DYING 
IN A LANE, 

In the early hours of yesterday morning 
Mr. Thomas Edwin’ Holloway, a well-known 
Dorset agriculturist, of Walford Farm, on 
the outskirts of Wimborne, and his wife, 
Mrs Louise Barbar Holloway, were found 
shot dead in bed, while about one hundred 
yards from the house of the Holloways their 
son-in-law, Captain Frank Burdett, of Handi- 
c.aft House, near Wimborne, was found with 
a terrible gunshot wound in his face. He 
died three hours later in Wimborne Poor 
Law Institution. 

Two sons, who were sleeping in a room 
close by, were called just before the shooting 
by their father, who returned to bed. Shortly 
afterwards the sons heard two gunshot 
reports, and discovered that their parents 
had becn she dead. The lice, who were 
informed, found Burdett sitting in a lane 
with a double-barrelled gun by his side. Mr. 
and Mrs. Holloway were both about sixty 
years of age, and owned a fairly large dairy 
farm. 

Captain Burdett was about fifty-five, and 
married their nineteen years old daughter, 
Trixie, at the beginning of this year. Captain 
Burdett specialised in leather work at. his

Mr. Alfred E. Holloway, a son, m an 
interview, said that he heard screams ard a 
loud report just after their father had 
awakened them. “I went to my father's 
room, where I found Captain Burdett. 1 
held the door and warned my three brothers 
while Captein Burdett tried to get out, He 
shouted: ‘I will have you all, one at a 
time.’ “" 

Mr. Holloway said that he and his brothers 
ran out of the house in their pyjamas, and 
two of them took shelter in a cow shed. 
Captain Bardett followed and _ threatetied 
them with a gun. They hid behind one of 
the animals, and later escaped by another 
doo. Captain Burdett was afterwards found 
wounded in the lane.

Palestine. 

We publish the British Government’s 
statement of British policy in the future 
administration of Palestine. It:is manifestly 
the fruit of three plantings—of the recent 
disorders at Jerusalem, of the later 
censure by the Permanent. Mandates Com- 
mission of the League of Nations, and of 
Sir John Hope-Simpson’s. report which is 
issued to-day, Lord Passfield speaks plain 
truths to Jew and Arab. He tells them 
that their quarrels must cease, that their 
only hope of progress lies in co-operation, 
and that lawlessness will be suppressed 
with a strong hand. Another effort to 
extend self-government is inaugurated, but 
on this occasion Britain, the Mandatory 
Power, makes provision against dissent 
and obduracy, Lord Passfield announces 
that a new Legislative Council, consisting 
of the High Commissioner, ten official 
members and twelve elected members, will 
be established, A similar experiment in 
1923 failed because the elections were boy- 
cotted, but on the new Council elective 
places for which there are no candidates 
will be filled by appointment. The weak- 
ness of the British garrison during the 
recent riots was criticised severely by. the 
Permanent Mandates Commission. Now 
the garrison will be increased; two 
squadrons of the Royal Air Force will be 
based on Palestine, and further reinforce- 
ments will be furnished as they may be 
required. Finally—and this is the crux of 
Palestine’s problem—Lord Passfield tells 
Jew and Arab that the country’s fertile 
area cannot meet, all claims, and that a 
modus vivends must be found. 

Sir John Hope-Simpson’s report also 
is @ frank and outspoken document. 
He does not suggest that immigra- 
tion shall cease altogether; bunt it 
must be adjusted scientifically to the 
country’s agricultural growth. At present 
the Jews hold the most fertile lands of 
Palestine. Within recent years they have 
acquired wide areas from the Arabs, whose 
plight becomes more difficult as their 
population increases. Sir John Hope- 
Simpson’ says plainly that the rights of 
the Arabs must not be prejudiced by 
Jewish demands. The problem, however, 
is not insoluble. It is true that in the 
present state of agricultural development, 
as Sir John Hope-Simpson declares, there 
is no room in Palestine for a single new 
settler. On the other hand, the possi- 
bilities of increased fertility, by means 
of intensive culture, are, if not unlimited, 
very «great. In Sir John Hope- 
Simpson’s. view, a general and success- 
ful. scheme of agricultural development, 
pursued faithfully during the coming 
years, will create comfortable room in 
Palestine for twenty thousand families of 
new settlers. As an aid to united effort 
he proposes the. establishment of a 
Development Commission and of an Irriga-

Music and Methods. 

. Although Ireland is blessed with a musical 
tradition of the utmost opulence, she has no 
claim nowadays to be considered a musical 
country in the sense in which Germany 
and, for that matter, Russia are musical 
countries. The fact is the more strange 
because her literature and drama possess 
distinctive quality of their own and exer- 
cise an influence far from negligible upon 
the world’s canons, She can boast a 
surpassingly fine body of folk-music; but 
modern music is a complex structure that 
consists of more than lovely tunes, and 
Ireland has failed to produce a single 
musician, in the modern meaning of the 
word, of more than third-rate importance 
in the history of the art. Only two of the 
nations—England and the United States 
—show a similar lack of inspiration. In a 
speech before the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday, Dr. J. F. Larchet compared 
the system of music-teaching that prevails 
in Great Britain and Ireland with the 
very different system that has been in 
vogue on the Continent of Europe sincé 
the sixteenth century. He pointed out 
that, whereas in these islands instruction 
in music—like the teaching of Latin, 
although with less justification—has been 
a routine, the Continental practice has 
followed pleasant, easy, and, above all, 
natural lines. Can it be that our failure 
to turn out musical genius is due to our 
stodgy system of instruction, which 1s 
sufficient to dul] the incipient enthusiasin 
of nine children out of ten? Whatever 
the cause may be, the advent of such 
genius is long overdue, and the wealth of 
our musical tradition does not allow us 
the excuse that England may offer. 
When the Beethoven ‘of Ireland arrives, 
he will find a plethora of material ready 
for his hand. In Russia the school of 
Borodin and his contemporaries evolved a 
new music from the traditional airs of 
the people, and the folk-music of Ireland 
is greater, both in quantity and in 
quality, than the folk-music of Russia, 
We grant that there have been attempts 
to use this mass of material as the basis 
of a musical fabric in accordance with 
modern canons, but these attempts have 
been rare and not altogether successful. 
Alone among Irishmen, Sir Hamilton 
Harty has shown a disposition to build 
upon the traditional airs—if we except 
the many who have woven them into 
“ rhapsodies,’” fantasias and _ similar 
exercises which, however good in them- 


spirit, of tradition. Art, it is true, knows 
no limits of country; but only the art 
which springs from the soil can lay any 
claim to greatness. A fine musician, im- 
posing his genius upon the tradition of 
Irish music, might rear a splendid struc- 
ture; but first he must break through the 
nineteenth century tradition of dullness.

To-Day’s Eclipse. 


The sun is a wilful deity. Even when 
he condescends to give earth a vision of 
himself in eclipse, he usually contrives 
so to arrange matters that he is visible 
thus only to the ocean. To-day he is more 
tantalising. The island of Niuafo’ou, in 
the Pacific; some two hundred miles 
equidistant from Fiji, Samoa and Tonga, 
will see the fiery rim that circles the 
moon’s penumbra, and hither two expedi- 
tions, one American and one from New 
Zealand, will resort. We are inclined to 
suppose that astronomers live a safe and 
easy life as they watch the firmament from 
their telescopes. Those who hold this view 
ought to pay a visit to Niuafo’ou. The 
island is little more than a crater—a circle 
with a circumference but without a cenire. 
This circumference is nine miles in length, 
but never does its depth of land exceed 
half a mile. Often it measures only two 
hundred yards. All the rest is a lake, 
which, however, is no silent tarn 
Although no major volcanic eruption has 
disturbed Niuafo’ou in recent memory. 
minor convulsions from time to time raise 
and demolish mild peninsulas in its 
opaline waters. To effect a landing on 
the island’s sheer heights is no mean task. 
No doubt, every help will be given by its 
two thousand ‘~iendly Tongan inhabitants, 
who eke out a precarious life under the 
shadow ‘of volcanic menace, but every 
dbservation that is made will be achieved 
only at the cost of much effort of thew 
and sinew and at some risk. Moreover, a 
complete disappointment is no; impossible.

OF YORK. 


DEPARTURE FROM 
GLAMIS.

The Duke and Duchess of York, with 
Princess Elizabeth and wer baby sister, 
Princess Margaret Rose, left Glamis about 
9.30 last night for London by train. They 
are easel to arrive at Euston at 8 a.m. 
this morning. 

The inhabitants of the village and many 
people from the surrounding districts pro- 
cured a fine view of the departure of the 
Duke and Duchess from a bridge overlook-' 
ing the station. i 

‘Throughout the day there had been con- 
siderable hustle at the station while the 
heavy luggage from Glamis Castle was being 
despatched in advance, Later in the even- 
ing the’ station staff were busily cleaning 
up the platforms in honour of the occasion. 

Shortly before the train was due to urrive 
the baby Princess and her nurse, accom- 
panied by Lady Cecilia Bowes-Lyon, a niece 
of the Duchess of York, drove up in a car, 
and were immediately shown into the station- 
master’s private room. They were im- 
mediately followed in a second car by the 
Duke, the Duchess and Princess Elizabeth. 

The Duke descended from the car and 


lifted Princess Elizabeth down, while the 


Duchess, looking particularly well and happy, 
alighted unaided. They, too, entered the 
stationmaster’s room. Tre stationmaster, 
Mr. Buchan, and the Chief Constable of | 
Forfar, who were present to receive them, 
were both privileged to see the baby Prin- 
cess,

Some twenty Conservative members of 
the House of Commons met in private 
to-day to consider whether pressure ought 
to be brought to bear on the party leaders 
in order to induce them—more particu- 
larly Mr. Baldwin—to summon a full 
meeting of the party, including the peers, 
for a discussion of the Empire trade posi- 
tion.

The fact 
that the decisions of the twenty were 
unanimous is scarcely likely to have a 
very profound effect on the course. of 
events, and possibly none at all on Mr. 
Baldwin .and the other leaders of the 
party, though a party meeting will be 

eld a little later on. 


Conservative Finances. 


The Conservative Party, like the Libera! 
Party, is becoming concerned about its 
financial ition, and a Committee, with 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain at its head, has 
been set up at the party headquarters to 
review the situation. It is said that it 
is the intention of this body to go 
thoroughly into the expenditure at head- 
quarters, where the expenses have been 
very heavy of late owing to the résearch 
work demanded by political development. 
Another important source of expenditure 
is provided by the building pare staff of 
the headquarters, both of which are con- 
sidered to be too large and expensive. It 
is expected that the Committee’s deliber::- 
tions will result im some important 
developments. . 


The Prince of Wales. 


In hunting circles there is much specu- 
lation at the moment whether the Prince 
of Wales will be seen in the field during 
the coming season ; but, while it is known 
that the Prince is tempted to resume 
hunting, there is not much prospect 
that he will succumb. When he gave up 
hunting two years ago, it was understoo Í 
that he had given it up for good; his 
visits to distant parts of the Empire pro- 
vided a reason at the time. The Duke 
of York and the Duke of Gloucester both 
will hunt during the season, but in the 
circumstances it 1s highly improbable that 
they will be joined by either the Princo 
of Wales or Prince George. 


Persian Treasures in Russia. 


Russia possesses some very beautiful 
specimens of Persian art, including price- 
less silver vessels of the Sasanian period, 
which lasted from 250 to 640 A.D., and 
was notable for its revival] of the early 
traditions of Persian art. The Soviet 
Government. has agreed to lend these 
vessels for the Exhibition of Persian Art 
at the Royal Academy in January. The 
vessels consist ‘of sitver plates ‘aiid-ewers. 
finely chased with representations of 
human and animal figures. It is sup- 
posed that these vessels found their way 
into Russia at the hands of Persian 
merchants who exchanged them for skins. 
The Sasanian period was also remarkable 
for its textiles and brocades, but there are 
only four pieces of the latter left in the 
world to-day. One is in Germany, 
another in France, a third in the United 
States, while Czecho-Slovakia has the 
fourth. The Jast is only four inches 
square, and was discovered by accident in 
the binding of a missa] in a church in 
Prague. It is hoped to secure this frag- 
ment of the oldest fabric in the world for 
the Exhibition. 


A Suffragette Exhibition. 


Twenty-five years after the first break- 
fast given by militant suffragettes to 
celebrate the release of a. group: from 
prison, a Suffragette Exhibition was 
opened in London to-day. The first of its 
kind, it is quite remarkable, and sup- 
porters of the suffragette movement in all 

rts of the country have expressed their 
intention to pay it a visit, Crowded 
together in a somewhat small room, there 
aro many relics of the militant movement, 
consisting of news, posters, photographs 
of suffragettes under arrest. and other 
documents. One section is devoted to al! 
kinds of things smuggled out of the 
prisons by the suffragettes for retention 
as souvenirs. These include knives and 
forks, egg-cups, prison bread, wooden 
balls fie for prison .tennis. and other 
relics. A -general’s hat and_epaulettes 
were worn by Mrs. Drummond when she 
led processions on horse-back through tho 
West End. Further relies are expected to 
arrive during the next three days. 


French Gold. 


France now holds the enormous sum of, 
roughly, four hundred million pounds in 
gold—huge in comparison with the mm 
hundred and s.xty millions of the Bank 0 
England. Only two years ago Franc at 
two hundred and fifty millions of gold, seer 
this country held about one hundred an 
thirty-five millions. This extraordinary 
growth in the French gold reserve has 

7 ce within the past eightecn 
months, and has exceeded the world 5 pro” 
‘duction: of the metal. It may be said that 
France’s gain in this direction has brought 
a loss to somebody else, but a gold reserve 
of such magnitude is not an unmixed bless 
ing, and signs are not lacking that France 
is feeling the tendency to inflation caused 
by her vast hoarding. 


The New Cunarder. 


The construction of the new Cunard 
liner, which will be begun within the nex! 
few days, will provide employment for 
several thousand workers for about three 
years. The cost of the vessel is estimated 
at about £5,000,000, the greater part ° 
which will be paid in wages. At the ¢ bá 
shipyard about three thousand men w. 
be employed directly on the ship, while im 
other districts numerous workers in the 
electrical, furnishing, engineering an 
other industries will benefit. No details 
about the engines have been revealed, but 
there is general expectation that a speed 
considerably in excess of that of any linet 
afloat will be attained.

A verdict of ‘‘ accidental death ' was re- 
turned at a Blackpool inquest last night on 
Joseph Elgey, aged eleven years, of Blackpool,

Thomas Strickland Pearson, a Blackpool 
lebourer, said that he saw two elephants and 
a pony in a field. “I noticed,” he said, 
si that the larger elephant made towards the 
footpath and got entangled with the wire 
and fell on its knee. The people were on the 
footpath, which is fenced off from the field, 
and they scattered.’ He did not see the boy 
killed. The elephant was hobbled with a 
chain attached to his front legs. The 
elephants were quite playful and would not 
harm anyone. 

John nell Kershaw, of Blackpool, said 
that the elephanta seemed to be more excited 
than usual. A dog was barking and the big 
elephant made strides towards it. The 
elephant was moving about in a breeszy 
fashion, which might have been temper or 
plavfulness. 

Aljetander Davies, a doorman of the circus, 
said that the elephants became a bit furious 
because of the barking of a dog, and when 
the elephant ran after the dog the boy got 
excited and went forward. The elephant 
slipped and fell on the boy. The elephant 
was not chasing the boy, and it was a pure
